FIRES OCCURRED DURING STOR.VI.

Haron Was Alone in His House at the Tirh«.
Mrs. Powers Had Her Four Children

with Her and All Were
Safely Gotten Out .

Arthur Haron found himself at 4 o'clock
7'Iay uio.nlng at the head of a flight

of stairs In his home, at the corner of
East Thirty-sixth street and Avenue C. In
Vanderveer Tark, a Brooklyn suburb. The
hall was full of smoke jnd flames were

shooting in long tongues up the stairway.
He took one step down and the hot breath
of the fire scorched his face. Just then
he saw the lower steps crumble away and
their ashes fall Into the furnace below.
There was no escape that way and the

man ran back through his bedroom to the
window, against which the storm was beat¬
ing furiously. The red light was making
queer shadows on the snow-covered ground
twenty feet below. He paused a minute to
listen for the sound of approaching Are
engines, but there was nothing audible but
the roaring of the storm. The flames
mounted to the head of the stairs and fol¬
lowed him Into the bedroom. Haron
watched them coming closer and closer ua-

tll he could hardly breath. Then he opened
the window and jumped.
The wind had circled about In front of

the house and gathered quite a snow drift.
Haron landed in the middle of this. When
the firemen arrived a few minutes later
they found him shivering on tie ground.
His ankle was sprained he was con¬

siderably shaken up, but he was not other¬
wise ifijnred.
Haron's house was a two-story and base¬

ment frame building, valued at $5,000. His
family went to Europe some time ago and
he was alone in the house on Tuesday
evening. Before going to bed he went into
the cellar and put some coal In the furnacc.
This was at midnight.
He was awakened at 4 o'clock by the

crackling of the flames on the floor below.
The furnace had become overheated and
set the house on Are.
Brentwood, L. I., Dec. 15..Mrs. James J.

Powers and her four children narrowly es¬
caped death In their home, which -vva3
burned down this morning. Mr. Powers
was not at home at the time, but his man
servant managed to save the family. He
got the children out first and then turned
to look for Mr*. Powers
The woman had been kept a prisoner by

the F.ameS her bedroom. This was on the
second floor, and the servant was driven
back geveral times when he tried to climb
the stairs. Finally be got a ladder and car¬
ried Mrs. Powers out through a window.
The house was a large country residence.

The fire started at -5:30 o'clock, and con¬
sumed the building and Its contents. The
loss is estimated at $10,000.

DECOY LETTER BROUGHT HIM.

An Escaped Prisoner Returned to Williams¬
burg and Was Arrested.

James Jayne, a cooper, thirty-one years
old, of Bay Shore. L. I., was arrested late
yesterday afternoon and locked up in the
Bedford Avenue Station, Williamsburg, to
await the arrival of the Suffolk County
authorities. Jayue assaulted his wife two
months ago and fled to Williamsburg,
where he found employment in Pal¬
mer's cooperage, Kent avenue and Nortli
Sixth street.

He
was held for the action of the Grand Jury.
With Constables Ives Jayne started out
to flud a bondsman, anil while the two were
near the Sound, Jayne suddenly made a
iu-h for a sailboat ind was soon on his
way to Bridgeport, Coi.n. A decoy letter
was sent him to go to Williamsburg for a
day's pay that was due for work at the
cooperage. He did so, and his arrest fol¬
lowed.

He died at his home, No. 244 Montgomery street, Jersey City, on

Monday night, at the age of seventy-two years. He was the pioneer in
the coffee1 and cake business in New York. In 1848 he started a coffee
and cake saloon opposite the old Bo very Theatre. His business flour¬
ished, and in 1853 he had five places in the city. His saloon at Broadway
and Howard street became a favorite resort for actors. Fish cakes
were his popular dish. He served two fish cakes for ten cents and
one for five cenils. He didn't give bread with one cake, however, and
this became a standing joke with the actors. Gags were gotten off on

this from nearly every stage in the country. Mr. Meschutt leaves a

widow, three sons and a daughter.

SEEK RELIEF IN COURT.

Long Island City Property Owners Demand
That Gleason's Increased Valua¬

tions Be ReducacT

When the assessors of L6ng Island City
got through their work this Fall every
man who owned a- foot of property found
that It had been lnetfM?«*d' in valuation to
about three times what ii had been before.
This was In accordance with Mayor Glea¬
son's boast that be would set tnat prop-
arty would all be Valued At what it was

actually woTth, so that n'o one dould es¬

cape taxation.
Justice Osborne, of the Supreme Court,

Brooklyn, granted several writs yesterday,
directed aga.'-nst Mayor Gieason's Board of
Assessors, to compel them to reduce the
.u.uation of the property m that city.
Ne.a»ly every resident of Long Island City
lias got out a writ of the same kind, or
has instructed his lawyer to apply for a re¬
duction. If these applications are allowed
by the Court, the re.-ult will be that the in¬
come of the city will be approximately one-
third of what the assessors intended it
to be.
The writs of certiorari are all alike. They

are directed against the Assessors, Charles
McNamara, Louis Willing and Andrew
Murray. These men are all friendly to
Mayor Gleason.
As a sample of what the property owners

demand. Ormsby M. Mitchell, who lias 150
lots In Long Island City, asks <hat his as¬
sessment be reduced from $43,000 to $27,000;
Horace Burroughs asks for a reduction from
$21'5.000 valuation to $75,(100; Frederick
Ayer from $153.0*30 to $00,0tj0. The latter
amounts represent practically the amoOurt
of the valuation of last y*ar. The law firm
of Burr, Combs & Wilson secured a bunch
of these orders yesterday representing prop*
erty valued altogether at $900,000. The
Long Island Railroad Company asks for a
reduction of their valuation from $240,000.
Judge Osborne hSs made all of th-e writs

returnable before Judge Garretson in Loiig
Island City on January 4.

MRS. DIGNAN'S NOVEL- SUft.l
Claims Her Husband Transferred His Prop¬

erty in Order to Defraud Her.
Mrs. Ida Louise Dignan is suing her

husband and his grown-up daughter by a

former marriage on novel grounds. She
says that before her marriage to Matthew
Dignan three years ago he put all of his
propercy, amounting to $100,000, in his
daughter's uame, to cheat his intended
wife.
Dignan was a widower in 1894, and lived

with his daughter, Annie, at No. 1218
Gates avenue, Brooklyn. He proposed to
Ida Louise Dean, a woman twenty yearshis junior, and they were married April
24 of that year. Mrs. Dignan discovered
in November that her husband had the
day before their marriage transferred all
of his property to his daughter for $1
and "other valid considerations."
They quarrelled subsequently and sepa¬rated. Now Mrs. Dignan is suing for her

inchoate dower rights in her husband's
estate. She says she is entitled to about$30,000.
The case is on the calendar of the Spe¬cial Term of the Supreme Court, Brook¬lyn, but negotiations for an amicable set¬tlement out of court are pending.

WILL TRY STEELE AGAIN.
The Amherst College Student, Acquitted of

Carrying Burglars' Tools, Arrested
on Another Charge.

The District-Attorney of Kings County
will try Herbert H. Steele on an indictment
charging him with burglary in having
broken Into the office of Frye, the coal
dealer, at Bath Beach, last Summer. The
jury which tried Steele for carrying burs;
lars' tools brought in a verdict of acquital
at 1:30 a. m. yesterday.
The prisoner was abortt to be discharged

when Assistant District-Attorney Miles
asked tbat he be held for trial on a charge
of burglary. Judge Aspinall reduced the
prisoner's bail to $1,000.

Aldermanic Resolution Aimed at Gutter

Bands, and Mayor Wurster Is
Asked to Sign It.

"Resolved, That this Common Council do
ordain as follows, to wit:" says the Brook¬
lyn Board of Aldermen by way of a preface
to an ordinance that the Itinerant blower
of trumpets shall blow his trump no more
on the streets or the lanes or the highways
or the by ways of the City of Churches.
And, because of this ordinance, there is
passionate Italian woe in the various
little Italies, and phelgmatlc German sor¬

row in that portion of Williamsburg known
as Dutchtown. For in all these little .com¬
munities the street bands flourish, and at
the very existence of the street musician
is their ordinance aimed.
The ordinance was adopted on Monaay

DOHT'S PSI1SON L! V D HIGH

Taxpayer Object to the Bill Presented b/
Q jaens County's Sheriff.

Sheriff ITenry Doht's bill of $3,751.20 for
feeding tramps and other prisoners In the
Queens County Jail, at Long Island City,-
has evoked a storm of Indignation among
the taxpayers of the county. The bill,
which was yesterday audited by the Board
of Supervisors by a vote of four to three,
Includes, among other items, $200 for 400
dinner dekets that were given to witnesses
by order of District-Attorney Noble.
The charges for extra meals served to

sick prisoners, however, are what the tax¬
payers most object t,o. The charge for
individual prisoners ranged from $4.50 to
$100. The extra charge for each prisoner
per week was $5.25. This, added to the
regular fee of $3 board allowed the Sheriff,
made the total cost of board $8.25. These
charges amounted altogether to $1,170.60.
